Ts is the centenary year of the Hongkong General 


Chamber of Commerce, 


and it is fitting that along 


with their annual report, there should come in the same 
handsome volume, an excellent account of their hundred 
years proceedings, written by Mr Pennell. 


Mr Pennell covers both a lot 
of ground and a great many 
yer in the 84 pages at his 
disposal, and takes the reader 
back to Canton of the bad old 
days when the Manchu Govern- 
ment appelnted its officials, not 
only without a salary, but with 
the’ confident expectation that 
lhe oficial would send cnormous 
sums of money back to Peking. 


And under such circumstances, 
there was only one group that 
could be muleted of such sums 
and that was the group © 
foreign merchents who tried tu 
trade at Canton under condi- 
tions of continuous squeeze. 


Mr Pennell passes briztly over 
tie twenty years (1841-1861)

The rest is known to cvetTy- 
ene, and ds told with some 
pride by the author, The re- 
markabie recovery of the 
Colony, its rapid merch towards 
prospority, ils taking wars ana 
revoluuions in neighbouring 
countries in {ts stride, and its 
reorlentation to deal with the 
new Industry which has absorb- 
ed hundreds of thousands of 
refugees who have swarmed 
inlo the Colony. 


Optimism is the tone of the 
book, and upon an optimistic 
note it closes, and net wilhout 
justification. 


Tantalising 


One would wish Mr Pennell 
hud more space at his disposal, 
for although he tells of Hong- 
kong from the point of view of 
the General Chamber of Com- 
merce, his asides are tentillsing 
peeps at people and conditions 
of which we should like to sec 
and hear more. 


The names which began witn 
Hongkong’s history, some Sur- 
viving to this day; gone is tne 
great Mr Dent, one with Wil 
liam Jardine; but the Keswicks 
we know: Gibb {s a houschold 
name in Hongkong and so 1s 
Ruttonjee. 


Everyone with a curjous mind

Out-patients 

The statement continues that 
radlo-dlagnostic fees remain 
unaltered, but the scale of 
charges for radiotherapy “are 
to be Ievicd on 4 more com 
prehensive scale in conformily 
with the increasing scope of 
treatment available.” 

Operation fces are re-classified 
and revised on a sliding scale 
with the exception of minor 
operations for which there is a 
fixed fee. 

As In the past, patients in 
third class accommodatisn do 
net have to pay for medical 
attention, investigation, opcra- 
tlon or ancillary treatment, 

The “$1 a time’ charge made 
ot out-patient clinics remains 
unaltered but is now applicable 
to three clinics operating In the 
New Territories which do not at 
present make this charge. These 
are the Jockey Club Clinic at 
Tai O, the Sai Kung Dispensary 
and Clinic, and the St John 
Hospital Cheung Chau 
Island. 

Maintenance charges of $2 a 
day apply to the Cheung Chou 
Hospital but no other charges 
are to be made.
